1 . POLISH AMBASSADOR AT HIS INITIATIVE CALLED ON ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY STOESSEL APRIL 25 TO PRESENT LETTER FROM FOREIGN 
MINISTER OLSZOWSKI TO SECRETARY ON CODEL HARTKE ( SEPTEL 
FOLLOWS). 

2. REFERRING TO HIS LAST MEETING WITH STOESSEL, TRAMPCZYN- 

SKI SAID THAT DECISION TO POSTPONE 

POLISH MINISTERIAL VISITS WAS REGRETTABLE TO POLISH GOVERN- 
MENT. FROM POLISH SIDE, HE CONTINUED, WE WILL WELCOME ALL 
AMERICAN VISITORS INCLUDING CONGRESSMEN, MR. GABRIEL HAUGE, 
CHAIRMAN OF THE BOARD OF MANUFACTURERS HANOVER TRUST 
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COMPANY, NEW YORK, AND OTHER IMPORTANT VISITORS; QUOTE ALL 
WILL BE WARMLY RECEIVED UNQUOTE. POLISH GOVERNMENT 
REGRETS THAT CONGRESSIONAL HEARINGS WILL PREVENT COMMERCE 
SECRETARY DENT FROM VISITING POLAND IN JUNE, BUT HE WOULD 
BE WELCOME LATER FOR THE THIRD SESSION OF THE US- POLISH 
TRADE COMMISSION, A MEETING THE POLISH SIDE EAGERLY ANTICI- 
PATES. 

3. TRAMPCZYNSKI SAID THE BASIC POLISH POSITION ON US- 

POLISH RELATIONS REMAINS UNCHANGED. THE POLISH GOVERNMENT 

WILL WORK TO IMPROVE THESE RELATIONS. IT WAS PARTICULAREPORTED THAT 

ALDIKACTI AND DEKLERIS HAVE 

BEEN HAVING USEFUL MEETINGS WHIL FORMAL TALKS IN ABEYANCE. 

CLERIDES SAYS IN FACT NOTHING SIGNIFICANT HAS BEEN DISCUSSED. 

HE WAS HAPPY TO GET ON WITH FORMAL SESSIONS BUT MADE CLEAR 
HE DOES NOT EXPECT ANY IMMEDIATE BREAKTHROUGH. HE 
AGREED WITH MY SUGGEST THAT SOME TIME WILL BE NEEDED 
TOGETHER WITH EVIDENCE THAT VIOLENCE IS REALLY UNDER CONTROL 
BEFORE MUTUAL CONFIDENCE ESTABLISHED. 

5. VIOLENCE WITHIN GREEK COMMUNITY HAS BEEN CONTINUING 
AT ABOUT SAME LEVEL, NOT NOTICEABLY AFFECTED BY CLERIDES 
RESIGNATION THREAT OR GREEK GOVT STATEMENT SUPPORTING 
TALKS. IN PAST 24 HOURS, FOR EXAMPLE, TWO BOMBINGS 
OCCURRED IN LARNACA ( ONE AGAINST GRIVASITE GREEK CYPRIOT 
HONORARY SWEDISH VICE- CONSUL), AND PRO- ENOSIS FAMAGUSTA 
NIGHTCLUB OWNER WAS MURDERED. POLICE BELIEVE LATTER CRIME 
NOT POLITICALLY MOTIVATED. THERE HAVE BEEN NO ATTACKS 
ON GOVT POLICE STATIONS SINCE APRIL 9.
